Men Had Secured Saws or Files in Some Way and Removed 


Two Bars From a Window on Second Floor, Sliding 


Down a Rope

About tux o'clock (this morning an 
John Finley, rural mail carrier, went 
to the pump on the west .side of tin* 
jail, corner 
ot First and 
Perkins 
streets, he noticed two ropes, made 
of blankets, hanging from a barred 
window to the second floor, near the 
sou th west corner of the jail. H eat once 
notified Sheriff Bainbridge and the two 
went to investigate. 
Two bars had been removed from 
the lower half of the window. 
These 
had been cut with a saw or file aud 
carefully lifted out and laid on the 
floor of the corridor behind a gas pipe. 
A newspaper lav in the corridor. 
A 
largo hole, some sixteen inches in d i­ 
ameter bad been made iii the wire 
screen which covered the window. 
Tile bole cut in the bars was about 
fourteen inches 
square. 
A blanket 
bad been roiled tightly and then bound 
With a cont, forming a rope about two 
inches in diameter. 
This bad been 
fastened to a bar and the escaped 
prisoners, after squeezing through the 
bole, bad lowered themselves to tin' 
ground by sliding down the blanket. 
Three prisoners, 
tie' 
only 
male 
prisoners on the second floor were 
missing. 
These were oliver (>. Jones, 
• if Pendleton, Iud., who was cashier 
of the old Arlington bank Ait the time 
it failed. Ohediah F. Bowman, late 
manager of the 
Carthage 
canning 
factory, aud Takuhirs Tomeris, an 
Italian. 
Jones was arrested 
on 
Saturday 
July nth in Bliss, Swam & Company's 
clothing store at Indianapolis by In 
dianapolis city detectives on the charge 
of accepting a deposit from Edwin 
Addison, of Arlington, knowing at 
the time that bis bank was insolvent. 
He waived preliminary examination 
that night in Squire Ball's court at 
Arlington, and failing to get bail la* 
was placed in jail. 
His bond was re 
dueed one-half by'Judge Sparks of the 
circuit Court, but .Tones was still un 
able to give bond, so remained iii jail 
His relatives refused to come to his 
aid.

His ease, together wit Ii the trance 
finns of the Arlington bank, will be 
laid before tho grand jury when it 
convenes next week. 
J ones is a hand 
some young man, smooth shaven, with 
bitte-gray eves and light curly hair. 
He often attended main 
sax*ia1 tune 
finns in this city. 
Jones is thought 
to have worn a brown suit at the time 
of Ids unexpected departure from the 
jail. 
He occupied a cell in the south­ 
west corner of the inclosure, but was 
allowed"tbe privilege of the corridors 
with the other two men 
Jones left 
two letters, one addressed to Sheriff 
Bainbridge ami the other to the Editor 
of the Republican, 
His letter to the 
Republican is as follows : 


To the Editor of tho Republican: 
The stejis that I have taken have 
Iw n very bard to do and I have I cen 
slow to act. 
Not so much for the sake of myself 
do I go, but for the many people at 
Arlington whominid the confidence in 
me to deposit their earnings in the 
Arlington bank, of which I was cash­ 
ier. 
Knowing too, and so does every one 
else.I* nee]it a very few, that I bad been 
made the catch ball, for and between 
factions at Arlington. 
These few par­ 
ties, thinking that by my arrest some of 
my relatives would come to my assist­ 
ance.

About 8 : OO o’clock this morning a 
man who was imprisoned on the lower 
floor of the jail, heard a buggy and 
horse drive around the corner at the 
jail and go west at a gallop.

lieved that the buggy which stood at 
the hitch-rack was brought here aud 
left for Jones and his conf d erates by 
the man who was seen hanging about 
the jail. 
The men were model prisoners and 
were allowed the privilege of the cor­ 
ridors solely that they might liave 
more room in which to exercise. 
Sheriff Bainbridge deeply 
regrets 
that the men escaped and he is making 
every effort to re-capture them. 
Th© 
men Aire believed to have separated af 
some 
other town. 
Telegrams have 
been sent to the police in all of the 
surrounding cities and towns asking 
that they be on the lookout for the 
men. 
They are

either gone south or southwest. 
At 4 
o’clock this afternoon no word hat! 
been received concerning the eseajxxl 
prisoners. 
This is the second jail 
delivery 
since the new jail was built. 
The 
first occurred 
while William Price 
was sheriff. 
At that time three hoboes 
walked out the doors after securing 
the keys. 
One of them was afterward 
re-captured at Connersville.

JapsHold Contrary View 


Portsmouth. N. H., Sept. 2.— Mr. 
De Martens and Air Dennison, the 
framers of the treaty of Portsmouth, 
expect to complete their work today. 
The treaty must then be engrossed 
In French and English in duplicate 
which may take several days. It now 
seeems probable that the framers will 
be able to confine the treaty to four­ 
teen articles instead of fifteen as was 
the original plan. 
The effect of the armistice conclu­ 
ded yesterday is that it becomes opec 
alive only upon the signature of the 
treaty by the plenipotentiaries and 
continues until the final ratification of 
the emperors of the two countries. It 
is few* this reason that the plenipoten­ 
tiaries who will themselves convey 
to their respective capitols the mo­ 
mentous document which to become 
binding must receive the signatures 
of 
their 
respective 
emperors, 
are 
anxious to leave at the earliest pos­ 
sible date, foregoing the inumerablo 
invitations which have beeen shower­ 
ed upon them. 
The only possible hitch on the hori­ 
zon of the peace conference, accord­ 
ing to reports current here, which, 
however, are not officially confirmed, 
arise* out of an evident misunder­ 
standing over the 
question of the 
neutralization of the island of Sak­ 
halin. 
According to the Japanese 
understanding niched on Tuesday, 
the agreement contemplated a mutual 
obligation on the part of the two 
countries not to fortify their respec­ 
tive possessions on the Island. 
At 
St. Petersburg, however, there seems 
to have been an assumption that the 
agreement involved freedom of action 
upon the part of Russian in this re­ 
spect in the north of Sakhalin, with 
an obligation on the part of the Jap­ 
anese not to fortify or use for strategic 
purposes the portion owned by her bo- 
fore 1876. which is to be retroceded 
in the present treaty. 
It is expected 
on both sides, however, that the hitch 
if it really exists as reported, will 
shortly be straightened out. 
Cable 
communication 
between 
Baron Ko- 
raura and his government was Inter­ 
rupted for the greater part of Fri­ 
day, but a message Is said to have 
been received late last night. 
It is 
uaderstnond to be the present in­ 
tention of the Tok lo government not 
to make publication rtf peace until 
the treaty has been signed and ex­ 
changed. 
Th© official explanation Se 
that this is the “regular diplomatic 
method of procedure/* but among the 
Japanese corres|x>ndents considerable 
suspicion has been aroused by the 
fact that until now their cablegrams 
giving the terms of peace have not 
passed the censor. They do not hesi­ 
tate to say th st the government is 
anxious about the effect on public 
opinion when it becomes known that 
Japan waived her demand for indent 
nity to obtain pears.
